because of partisan investgations at 
"Washington. (2) because o£ the passage 
of the soldiers' bonus "bill, and (3) be- 
cause of the failure of congress to adopt 
the Mellon tax reduction plan. "When 
asked by a reporter why investigations at 
^Washington should force a reduction in 
the number of this company's employes 
the manager who signed the notes of dis- 
charge answered: ""Well, after the in- 
quiries got under way many of our cus- 
tomers began to lose confidence in the 
government and cut down or stop their 
buying." 


This is so obviously absurd that the 


open-minded observer^ can conclude on- 
ly that the Storage Battery company de- 
cided to make political capital out of a 
slack season and do a little electioneer- 
ing. 
The country's prosperity does not 


depend on keeping official corruption hid- 
den. 
Confidence in .the government 


should be increased rather than dimin- 
ished by the clean-up following the scan- 
dalous disclosures at "Washington. 
So 


far as business is affected at all. it should 
be forwarded rather than depressed as a 
result of a wholesome housecleaning by 
the government. "What may be hurt is 
not business or the country but the domi- 
nant party's machinery, and evidently a 
campaign to undo the injury by seeking 
to place the blame elsewhere is well un- 
der way. Nothing is surprising in a cam- 
paign year.

BELLY EXERCISE IN' BRONCHITIS 


In cases of chronic bronchitis (recurring winter 


cough) associated, as such cases so often are. with 
bronchicctosls (dilation or ballooning of bronchi) 
or with tho production of an excessive amount of 
sputum (bronchorrhea) or with emphysema (balloon 
Ing of*}rortions of tlv» lungs) it is often beneficial to 
aid cTraniage by postural, maneuvorsr as we have- al 
ready described in recent issues ^and to aid the 
breathlnr by exercises, provided the subject's con 
dition permits exercise. If there is any doubt about 
that, the physician Svho knows' the subject's c 
dition can decide whether exercise is advisable. 


Thero seems to be eomo impairment of the ex- 


piratory function in most cases of chronic bronchi- 
tis. That is. the individual breathes out with more 
difficulty, the chest does not >fmpty-ltself as readi- 
ly as it does in a normal individual, nor as complete- 
ly. That's where- the wheeze comes in. 
Where 


there's a wheeze there's difficult expiration, as a 
rule. This fact is most strikingly shown in true 
asthma, in the seizure of which the 
wheeze is 


wholly expiratory and there is comparatively little 
difficulty about taking in air (Inspiration). 


One of the easiest and least laborious exercises 


consists in standing before the mirror and drawing 
slowly expire, pressing upon the lower ribs and 
sides of the belly with your hands near the end of 
the expiration, and at the very end bend forward 
frith a bow to the woman or gentleman who is 
watching you perform. Repeat this several times 
night and morning, and after you've become ac- 
customed you should repeat it some 20 times at a 
seance. 


Even. less laborious and perhaps more effective 


n emptying the chest is artificial respiration ma- 
nipulation in tho way which everybody should un- 
derstand—Schaefer's method. For this you assume 
the. prone posture while a volunteer manipulates 
.•our breathing for five minutes night and morn- 
ng. Unless you are quite stout it is better to 
)lace a folded blanket or hard pillow under your 
belly. 
. Provided the heart function is not embarrassed— 
as it sometimes is in chronic bronchitis—the best 
belly exercise Is probably something like the elev- 
enth, twelfth and thirteenth movements of the Sec- 
ond Brady symphony. 
Or just the eleventh and 


:hirteenth if you're in very poor physical condi- 
tion. 
Or the bore eleventh movement, then, if 


you're sot entirely. 
The eleventh movement runs 


as follows: 


Lie supine, hands on floor. Without lifting head 


or shoulders from, floor, slowly raise both legs up 
to vertical, "breathing in as you do it; then slowly 
ower them to floor again,, breathing out. Repeat 
this only twice at a seance at first and gradually 
ncreaea as you grow accustomed to the exercise, 
until you can do it 20 times night and morning. If 
.-0)« find it more natural to breathe out as you raise 
•our legs and in as you lower them, why suit your- 
elf about that. But breathe and don't try to hold 
he breath during exertion. The twelfth movement 
s done in the same position, and consists of pull- 
ngr the body -up to sitting- posture, and letting it 
down to supine as many times. The thirteenth 
movement is the eleventh revised1 and enlarged, 
same motif with variations. Instead of merely 
raising: the-legs to the vertical, you carry the move- 
ment farther, flexing hips and knees each time" so 
hat tKe thighs nearly-or quite touch the body for 
an instant before the legs are returned to starting 
position. •'

Wenzel 
Albrecht gave two violin solos be- 
fore tho address. 


Dean Sellery's tajk was delightful. 


He showed himself to bo a keen stu- 
dent of human nature ,to be entirely 
up on current sudent opinion aod to 
have a delightful sense of humof. 
Dr. Selle*y suggested that If scholas- 
tic achievements could be given as 
many awards and as much publicity 
as athletic achievements are given 
perhaps there might be an Increase In 
their popularity.

Both corn borer and wasp come 


from. Europe. Th« corn borer was 
first discovered hare ir. 1917.

Will Receive Party's Notifi- 
cation of Nomination Within 
Few Weeks.

Washington, D. 0. •— After the Re- 


publicans and Democrats have ad- 
journed their national 
conventions, 


with tickets nominated and platforms 
adopted, tho next thing In order will 
be the real business of electing a pres- 
ident of tho United States. There Is 
much to bo done beforo the fl^st of 
November and but four short months 
in which to do It. 


First of all cornea the reorganiza- 


tion of t'.ie party machinery. Mem- 
bers of tho national committees are 
chosen by the state delegations prior 
to or during tho conventions and the 
new committees will hold their first 
sessions -immediately following. 
Na- 


tional chairmen, secretaries and oth- 
er officers will be named, committees 
•will be appointed and preliminary ar» 
rangements made for tho campaign. 


"Willie tho 
committees elect, the 


presidential nominees always desig- 
nate the national chairmen for their 
respective parties. This Is an unwrit- 
ten law that Is observed In order that 
there may be perfect harmony be- 
tween tho candidate and the organiza- 
tion to which his political fortunes 
are entrusted. In tho case of the Re- 
publicans It has already been an- 
nounced that Chairman Butler of the 
Coolidgo nominating organization will 
succeed to the national chairmanship^ 
but it Is a matter of speculation as to 


'* who will be the generalissimo of the 


Democratic fighting forces for the 
very good reason that no one knowo 
who the nomineo for president will 
be. 


On© of the first duties of tho new 


chairmen will bo to make arrange- 
ments for tho notification ceremonies. 
Both conventions will name commit, 
tees to notify tho successful candl 
dlates for-president and 
vice- presi- 


dent, but It Is up to the campaign 


"{ committees to see to it that tho af- 
') fairs are made as Impressive and 


notable as possible. In his speech of 
acceptance each presidential-nominee 
makea his first formal campaign ut- 
terance, sounding the keynote of his 
appeal to the voters of the nation, 
and the occasion always offers oppor- 
tunities for a broadside of publicity. 


This year the speeches of accept- 


ance will be broadcast by radio and 
It will bo possible for millions of peo- 


' pie throughout the country'to listen 


In and get their first thrill o£--the 
ramp.iign. \ / 


The notification ceremonies are neia 


at the time and place agreeable to the 
candidates, of course, but such ques- 
tions are usually settled by them aft- 
er consultation with the party man 
agers. As a 
rule tho 
notification 


comes within five or six weeks after 
the convention, and It ts assumed 
^hat President; Cooltdge will hold 
pleasant little surprise in Washing- 
ton Inasmuch as It has been anounced 
that he will remain here throughout 
the summer. 
• 


OPENING HEADQUARTERS 


Both the great parties maintain 


permanent headquarters in Washing- 
ton, but for the campaign they Invari- 
ably open large establishments In 
New York and Chicago. Four or flv« 
floors of a large ofltco building do not 
afford too much space for the require- 
ments of a national oommlttee^&nd Its 
staff, and It Is one of the evidences 
of American efficiency 
In politics as 


well as In business that such elabor- 
ate headquarters can be manned and 
made to function smoothly and effl- 
ficlently within a few short weeks. 


The activities of a national commltj 


too are directed largely along three 
lines — organization, publicity and 
speaking. The first Includes the ma- 
chinery that reaches from the big 
headquarters down to tho Individual 
voter, with state, district, county, 
and precinct subsidiaries and includes 
campaign clubs special bureaus for 
first voter* foreign born citizens, la- 
bor women, etc., and tho organization 
that fills the party's var chest, which 
Is In many respecta moat Important 
of all. 
If campaign 
funds are not 


forthcoming obviously there can not 
be much of a campaign. 


This rear the matter of raising 


money lor tho national and local com 
mittccs will bo more Important than 
ever, for recent disclosures 5n con 
gress have made It certain that care 
must be taken not only as to the 
amounts that arc raised and expend- 
ed, but «s to the source and slro of 
the contributions. Also It Is likely 
that tho day of the large campaign 
fund subscription has passed, for rich 
men will hesitate-to donate big mims. 
fearing that they may be haled before 
future investigating committees and 
their motive* 'questioned 
or Im- 


pugned. 
In tho circumstance*, the 


treasurer of a naAonaJ committee Is 
rot one for which party headers will 
«ramblc. The Job will seek the man 
In fact, it will probably bo forced up- 
on him. 


THE CAMPAIGN1 TEXTBOOK 


The publicity department of a* na- 


tional organisation Is exactly what its 
name implies r.ad its importance can 
not be over-stated. Its first tatfc is to 
prepare and publish tiro ' campaign 
textbook- This Is a small volume that 
Includes tho party, platform, th* pre* 
iiJcnU.il candidate's speech of accept 
ance. tho party's record by tray of 
3f£islal9on and administration, an/l all 
the data upon which tho party bases 
iSs appeal to l-c continued in or re- 
turned to power. This textbook is in 
effect a guidebook for an campaign 
rpcakers And for all state and local 
committee*. 


MUlions-of copies of speeches and 


documents Intended to make nn es- 
pecial npi«wl to voters are published 
and distributed by tho publld^1 bu- 
reau, /news and editorial matter ana 


cartoons are prepared and furnished 
o friendly 
newspapers 
throughout 


he country, posters and lithographs 
and campaign buttons arc provided 
>y the million, paid advertising mat- 
er Is prepared and placed In newspa- 
pers and magazines, motion picture 
material K worked up and radio 
stunts aro devised. Necessarily . uu 
his publicity work is expensive, for 
there la no limit to tho ampunt of 
money that can bo spent legitimately, 
although much of It may be wasted. 


Through the speakers' bureau the 


national commltteo dates, and routes 
all Its spellbinders of national repu 
tatlon, complying- aa far as possiW 
with requests for their services, but 
most of them aro only reimbursed, foe. 
:heir traveling expenses. 


Much of tho national committee's 


campaign plans depends upon the 
course which tho 
presidential nom 


nee decides to follow. He may elect 
:o carry on a front porch campaign, 
such as McKlnley Inaugurated and 
Harding emulated, or he may decide 
to make a few big speeches In im- 
portant and stategic centers of popu 
atlon, or, like Hughes, in 1916, and 
Bryan in all of Ws campaigns, hf may 
conclude that he wants the largest 
possibis number of voters to see and 
hoar him and consequently plans 
tended tours or awings around the 
circle. 


Last of all the committees concen- 


trate on getting out tho voto on 'elec- 
tion day, and there Is where precinct 
organlzatoin counts. It 
Is peculiar 


but true that not only will Immense 
numbers of voters forget or neplectto 
go to the polls unless they are re- 
minded to <lo so, but almost cquanj 
large numbers will not turn out un 
lew they are personally solicited or 
even hauled to the voting places in 
automobiles. 
Thi<« year both parties 


will make an especially hard drive to 
get out the mavinjum vote. In 1920 
less than 50 per cent of the possible 
voters exercised 
their 
franchise 


rights, and it Is hoped that 1924 will 
witness a substantial Increase In 
percentage.
